Spain Thinks the Cuban 


War is Simply Chasing 


Small Bands in the 


Mountains. 


IBpwtal Dispatch to the Transcript]. 


WASHINGTON, D, C., Nov. 24.—The 


state department has absolutely no In- 
formation of aoy kind from Havana or 
elsewhere regarding the report tbat tbe 
Competitor prisoners, have been tried in 
Morro castle by a secret and summary 
court marshal. Under the circumstance 
no statement will be made concerning 
the report. But in view of the plain pro- 
visions of car treaty and also the clear 
requirements of the domestic laws of 
Spam the officials are loath to believe the 
report is correct. 


Havana Authorities Wouldn't. 


It is pointed ont that under ,the law for 


public order promulgated in Havana some 
time ago that it is absolutely essential 
that counsel be allowed the prisoners on 
trial and no secrecy be in the proceed- 
ings. 
Under the protocol, our treaty 


with Spain and also the provision for 
public trial* and full representation of 
the accused by counsel, it is believed, in 
that view of these provisions of law that 
the authorities or Havana would not make 
such a flagrant breach of law as tbe re- 
port alleges. 


Preliminary Hearing. 


From further inquiries it is apparent 


that the reports concerning the prisoners, 
at least are based on a misconception of 
the nature of the present proceedings. 
The prisoners have not been placed on 
trial in the general sense. The facts are 
that the Spanish authorities are making 
an investigation of the Competitor cases, 
similar to that provided for nnder our 
grand jury system, which is a sort of pre- 
liminary examination. The question of 
cltizanship of the prisoners is being inves- 
tigated by the Spanish consuls. It is 
learned the Spaniards have no Intention 
of dealing harshly or unjustly with the 
prisoners. 


No Cypher Telegram*. 


A Jacksonville, Fla., dispatch that a 


cypher telegram has been received from 
Havana, stating that General Weyler had 
been driven to return to Havana through 
fear is discredited here. The Spanish 
view of the return of Weyler is entirely 
different. In the first place, it is said, no 
cypher telegram could be sent from Ha- 
vana except by representatives of a 
foreign government to the government 
represented. 


General Werler'a Return. 


Again Weyler not only commands the 


troops, but is governor general of Cuba 
and a large amount of official business is 
at Havana requiring Uia attention. It is 
stated that during the campaign just 
passed Weyler has been to the strong- 
hold* of the insurgents, passing through 
many towns and destroying supplies. 
From the Spanish point of view the war 
at present has resolved into the chasing of 
small bands of insurgents about the 
country, and it would be absurd if the 
captain general should place himself at 
the Head of a company to follow the 
struggling bands 
from one place to 


anot aer. Campos was quite severely 
criticised when he absented himself from 
Havana for long periods.

NORTH ADAMS, Maes., Nov. 21,1898. 


EDITOB TKANSCKIPT:—I have just re- 


ceived a. letter from an employe iu one ot 
our large mills, saying that he is inter 
eeted in chemistry and would Uhe to 
know whether he can attend the sessions 
of the Tuesday Night institute. Thinking 
that he may represent a larger class, to 
whom the purposes of the institnla have 
not been made clear, I enclose the letter 
which I forwarded to him, in the hope 
tbat it may answer the questions of some 
other wage worker who feels the need ol 
a more thorough intellectual culture than 
the tew yearn of schooling before entering 
upon work in the mill made possible. 


The Prospect union of Cambridge, sus 


talned by wage-workers and Harvard pro- 
fessors and students, when I knew of its 
workings four years ago, did not reach 
more than twenty men. At the prebent 
time iit classes, taught almost entirely by 
Harvard start ants,are attended by 500 wage 
workers, and such a distinguished author- 
ity as Charle" Elliot Norton pronounces it 
to be "one of the most important public 
institutions of the city." The Tuesday 
Night institute has had no thought of any 
other than a modest beginning, and yet 
we cannot but hope that the efforts of 
Williams professors and students and 
North Adams wage-workers may be 
blessed in like manner to the good of al 
classes of the population of our city. It 
we can, I know of but one business which 
will suffer and that is the saloon business; 
while I hope that the experience of the 
Cambridge worklngmen, which I enclose 
with my letter, may be the experience of 
a good many North Adams worklngmen, 
to whom life at present seems but a 
weary treadmill. 


My dear Mr. 
: The itfisute 
Is not sectarian in any sense. We meet 
in a church because of the tact that in 
the rooms connected with the church we 
can do our work without having to pay 
out a large sum for rent, and we also be- 
lieve that if the cburco has no mission 
of human brotherhood she has outlived 
her usefulness. We pay the expenses of 
our lectures and classes by a small fee 
paid by those who are members of the 
Men's Sunday Evening duo, fl per year, 
and by a similar fee paid by those who 
connect themselves with the ciaases of 
the institute, and also by a few entertain- 
ments and lectures, such as the. coming 
one by Lvman Abbott, tor which admis- 
sion is charged. We Jiave organized the 
institute tor the people, regardless of sect 
or creed. We shall glidly welcome you 
and hope that you can bring'a large num- 
ber of your friends with yon. We want 
to have every man who desires to make 
the most of himself, in every mill in the 
city. If we can have them, every year 
will make it possible for us to do more 
for them.

Raines immediately broug-ht that vet- 
eran Tammany legislator, senator 8. 
i. Foley, to his feet. Ho said: "Sera- 
tor Raines, do you mean to Bay that 
there are a numbp;- of places iu New 
York city that uro receiving police 
protec'lca in their violation of the 
Uaiceb law?" Senator Raines: "Yes. 
Undoubtedly they are receiving police 
or 
boma protection for tho viola- 


tions in many eases openly exist." 
Eight hare another Senator who was 
present at the meeting but n ho refused 
to bf quoted publicly, said: "There is 
no doubt of the truth of foenator 
Raines' statement.

Buthority of one of the beat known 
saloon keepers of New York city that 
the old system of tho police levying 
tribute upon the saloon keepers is 
again in vogue.

Raines is chairman was appointed by 
the last senate to inquire into tho 
workings, of the Raines liquor tax law 
and is to report suggested amendments 
to the coaling legislature.

Foley raised a disturbance at the out- 
tet of the meeting by remarking that 
It seemed strange to him that the com- 
mittee had dallied along all through 
Uie summer without doing anything. 
He thought it a remarkable example of 
ofiicial inefficiency. To Senator 1'oley's 
surprise Senator Raines quickly ro- 
(oined: "When this committee was ap- 
pointed it was atated that its purpose 
was to conduct its work just previous 
to election time and thus hold a club 
Dver the brewers and saloon keepers. 
To avoid such a construction being 
placed ucon the committee's acts I 
thought it best that we should not be- 
jtin our work until after election." 
Senator Ford thought that the commit- 
tee should get to work with all dilli- 
pence.

law hotel and sandwich violations 
of the excise law in New York city. 
This was a matter which should be 
remedied. Senator Raines stated that 
many of the places in New York and 
ether parts of the state to the number 
Bf aoout 7,000, including- the clubs, 
which were operating in violation of 
the excise law, had a United States 
revenue license for which they paid 
635. Houses of questionable character, 
us a rule, simply sell under a govern- 
ment license. It was decided that tho 
committee should meet at the office of 
the deputy of the state excise commis- 
sioner in New York city to 10 o'clock 
baxt Monday morning.

Havana correspondent of thelmpai-oial, 
who is generally well informed, stating 
that Gen. Weyler arrived in Havana 
last night from Pinar del Rio. 


SPANISH FLAG INCIDENT. 


No Complaint Likely To Be Made to 


Thi* Government. 


Washington, Nov. 34.—The Spanish, 


legation is not likely to make any com- 
plaint to this government with refer- 
ence to the action of the students at 
Newcastle, Del., a few days ago, who 
destroyed a Spanish flag. There is no 
Spanish consul at Newcastle, and the 
incident, to that extent, was robbed of 
any official character. Moreover, both 
Spanish and the American governments 
have reached so perfect an understand- 
ing as to circumstances of this character 
that little if any importance is at- 
tached to them. It was said at tlio 
state department this morning tlmt if 
a Spanish flag displayed from a Span- 
ish consulate o ivartihip had been of- 
fered an indignity the attention of the 
btate department would be once di- 
rected to the matter and a suitable 
apology demanded. It is regarded as 
not unlikely that the "jingo" press of 
Spain may attempt to magnify the in- 
cident, but there is excellent authority 
for the statement that it will receive 
no official attention either at 
the 


hands of the American or Spanish 
authorities.
